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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The final rejection imposed in the last Office action is withdrawn by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 12-14, 19, 22, 27 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kato et al. 6,605,655. 

4. Kato et al. disclose polyamide and olefin-anhydride copolymer in claim 1 , 
copolymer concentration in claim 5, ethylene content in column 6, lines 9-38, zeolite in 
column 6, line 64, its concentration in column 7, lines 17-25, aromatic phosphate and 
biphosphate compounds (phosphoric acid esters) in column 9, lines60-67, their 
concentration in column 10, lines 1-13, triazine bases flame-retardants and their 
concentration from column 11, line 58, through column 12, line 21, blends of 
phosphorus and nitrogen containing compounds in column 12, lines 22-25 and 
antimony oxide in column 12, lines 26-44. The examiner is aware that the reference 
teaches halogen containing flame-retardants as one of the alternatives (column 9, lines 
32-59), however since the harmful effect of the decomposition products of these 
halogenated compounds are well known and since the reference does mandate their 
use, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to select applicant' ingredients from a list of alternatives. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 12-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The phosphorus containing plasticizers, namely phosphoric acid esters, are also 
well known as flame-retardants for polyamides and polyolefins. This means that the 
presence of 0.1-30 parts of phosphate ester would satisfy the requirement for both 
flame-retardance and plasticizer. This is very confusing. Clarification is required.
